MADRID, July 13 (AP).—Wil- 
liam C. Bullitt, United States Am- 
bassador to France, said in an in- 
terview tonight that the behavior 
of the German army of occupation 
in France was “definitely very cor- 
rect.” 

Bullitt, who came to Madrid “to 
get back in touch with Washing- 
ton,” because:of poor communica- 
tion facilities in France, said he 
knew of no instance of any Amer- 
ican in France having difficulty.

LONDON, July 13 (AP).— 
Britain’s dashing air fighters sent 
six German raiders spinning to de- 
struction into the Straits of Dover 


proclaimed the island’s air defenses 
had proved themselves’ stalwart 
and deadly. 

The British straits battle, report- 
el in an Air Ministry communique, 
raised the day’s total of felled Nazi 
planes to 12, six fighters and six 
bombers. 

At the end of another week of 
ceaseless air bombardment, Britons 
confidently. claimed that repeated 
Nazi raids to “soften” Britain for 
invasion had failed and that Brit- 
ish power to resist had grown with 
each hour. 

In all, official statistics showed 
the Nazis have lost 91 planes from 
July 4 to tonight. 

Fighting Along Coasts. 

Three bombers were shot down 
earlier today in raids which have 
become part of the daily pattern 
along British coasts in the Nazi 
effort to starve and frighten the 
nation into impotence. 

Two were downed during the 
morning, ome falling into the 
English Channel and another this 
afternoon in a fierce sky fight in 
clouds high over a southwest coast 
town,

VICHY, France, July 13 (AP).— 
The authoritarian Petain-Laval 
government of France sought the 
answers tonight to two important 
questions: the United States’ atti- 
tude toward French colonies in the 
Western Hemisphere, and the Ger- 
man conditions under which the 
French Government may return to 
Nazi-held Paris and Versailles. 

On the former, Foreign Ministry 
sources said that an inquiry had 
been sent to Washington. No reply 
has been received, but this is laid 


here to poor communications. 

(One French possession in the 
Western Hemisphere, the West In- 
dian island of Martinique, has been 
virtually blockaded by the British 
since French-British relations were 
disrupted.) 

On the latter, Leon Noel, Petain’s 
plenipotentiary in the German- 
occupied portion of France, re 
turned from Paris for consulta- 
tions but it was not disclosed what 
he brought. 

Authorized circles said the Gov- 
ernment’s desire to go to Paris and 
Versailles depends on assurances 
of complete liberty of action and 
French-controlled means of com- 
munication with the rest of France, 

The Petain-Laval program calls 
for transfer of the seat of gov- 
ernment to the palace at Versailles 
and ost of the ministries back 
to the left bank of the Seine in 
Paris, with the Germans to move 
out of this area.

Virginio Gayda, the editor who

To U. S. on Last Refugee Trip

NEW YORK, July 13 (AP).—The 
United States liner Washington ar- 
rived from Galway, Ireland, today 
on its final war refugee removal 
trip, with 1610 passengers, 273 of 
them aliens. 

The voyage was uneventful, in 
contrast to its last trip, when it 
was stopped by a German subma- 
rine. 

Three hundred and eighty of the 
passengers were children under 10 
years old and the ship, as on its 
last two voyages, resembled a float- 
ing nursery. 

One of the chiidren was the 9- 
year-old son of British Information 
Minister Alfred Duff Cooper, going 
to stay with unidentified friends at 
Easthampton, Long Island. 


Another was the 10-month-old 
son of Ernest Simpson, former 
husband of the Duchess of Wind- 
sor, and his present wife, the for- 
mer Mrs. Mary Raffray of Balti- 
more. The Simpsons are still in 
England. 

Among others on board were 
John Kerr Davis, American envoy, 
and his wife, who were in Warsaw 
during the siege by the German 
armies and who more recently have 
been at Dublin. 

“Any Americans left in Ireland 
have only themselves to blame,” 
said Davis, former Consul-General 
at several capitals. “They had suf- 
ficient warning to leave.” 

Davis is on his way to Washing- 
ton for a State Department post.

Davis said the Washington was 
equipped to care for nearly 2000 
passengers and added: 

“The United States Government 
gave every aid to Americans who 
wanted to sail. Our funds for 
repatriating stranded Americans 
were not used to the limit. Everyone 
knew the ship was sailing, and it 
was not full. I do not belfeve there 
are very many Americans left in 
Ireland, except for some who were 
born here of Irish parents and re- 
turned to Ireland to iive, and nat- 
uralized Irish who returned to 
their mother country and do not 
want to come back to the United 
States.”

The first 40 carloads of Arkansas) 
smokeless coal, which arrived in 
the city yesterday, will be delivered 
to about 30 dealers throughout the 


city tomorrow. 

A “civic reception” was arranged 
for the trainload as it arrived in the 
Gratiot street yards of the Frisco 
Railroad yesterday morning in an 
effort to show how importation 
of the coal signalized one more step 
in the city’s plan to get rid of 
smoke. 


While the welcoming committee, 
reporters, photographers and coal 
dealers waited, other cars were 
shunted out of the way and the 
Arkansas train was drawn up for 
pictures. Led by James L. Ford Jr., 
chairman of the Municipal Smoke 
Elimination Committee, and Smoke 
Commissioner Raymond R. Tucker, 
the welcomers climbed on the first 
car to examine the product. 


Then they made for one of the 
five cars carrying the much dis- 
cussed “6 by 0”, the. cheapest grade, 
intended for those who must min- 
imize expenditures. This, they said, 
appeared to them to be of excel- 
lent quality, well suited for the 
purpose and not deserving the crit- 
icism aimed at it from some an- 
tagonistic quarters. 


The “6 by 0” consists of lumps 
up to six inches and 40 per cent 
fines. Tucker has said that the re- 
tail price for this grade is expected 
to be about $6 a ton, while other 
sizes should be about $7 to $8.50. 
Dealers have not yet announced 
their prices. 


Since he couldn’t make a wel- 
coming speech to 40 piles of coal, 
Ford issued a statement to the 
press, as follows: 


“This is an important event to 
the city. Just as our country is 
arming itself for the battle which 
may come, so our city is arming 
itself with another weapon for the 
battle already here. I refer to the 
battle against smoke. 


“This fuel which we are greet- 
ing today is a newcomer to our 
city and is of an excellent smoke- 
less quality. It was arranged for 
by us to provide a new source of 
supply of fuel which would con- 
tribute to the effort to bring about 
smokelessness. We have said from 
the start that we did not wish to 
depend upon any one source of 
fuel, but all that we will use is 
smokeless fuel, and the consumers 
are now in a position to secure a 
fuel which is not only smokeless, 
but which, on account of its high 
heat units, is economical, despite 
the fact that the cost per ton will 
be more than has been paid by 
many in the past for cheaper fuel. 
It is not the cost per ton which 
counts, but the total fuel bill. 

“It is of the ‘utmost importance 
that the citizens lay in their sup- 
ply now, as prices are at their low- 


est now and will advance as the

POOR TEACHERS 
10 BE LISTED IN 
FFIENCY MOVE 


Personnel Director Johnson 
to Ask Principals 
Names of Least Compe- 
tent Staff Members.

In an effort to eliminate less com- 
petent teachers, principals will be 
asked soon for the names of the 
three or four least efficient mem- 
bers of their staffs, whose records 
will then be caerfully analyzed, 
George R. Johnson, new personnel 
director of the Board of Education, 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
yesterday. 

Johnson has asked Emmet T. 
Carter, attorney for the School 
Board, for an opinion on whether 
the board must hire as teachers all 
graduates of Harris and Stowe 
teachers’ colleges. Johnson said 
the board should not be required, as 
under present practice, to employ 
the least capable graduates of the 
teachers’ colleges. 

461 Poorly Trained. 

Examination of the records of 
elementary school teachers showed 
there are 461 who have had less 
than two years of college training, 
Johnson continued. He said he 
thought that most of those teach- 
ers were the ones using “1890 meth- 
ods” who were criticised in the 
Strayer survey. There are in the 
elementary schools 589 teachers 
with two years of college training, 
147 with three years, 683 with bach- 
elors’ degrees and 110 with mas- 
ters’ degrees. 

Regarding pressure by School 
Board members for jobs, Johnson 
said: “Only two members of the 
Board of Education have spoken to 
me directly concerning an appli- 
cant. They both did it like gentle- 
men, and within the rights that be- 
long to any citizen. When I told 
them the applicant could not be 
placed under consideration, and 
why, they made no attempt to ap- 
ply pressure or be coercive.” 

Johnson, who was a principal 
for 12 years and head of the tests 
and measurement division for 17 
years before his appointment as 
personnel director a month ago, 
said he “felt as independent in the 
work I am doing now as if I were 
a stranger.” 

If any board member should at- 
tempt to bring pressure on him to 
hire anyone, he asserted, he would 
bring the matter to public attention 
Assignments will be made 
strictly on merit, he added.

HE principal requirement of 
T any law for compulsory selec- 

tive service or training is that 
it shall be as flexible as possible. 
No such law can foresee the in- 
finite variety of circumstances of 
its execution. 


For example, there should be no 
room for debate over the time nec- 
essary for training—nine, 15 or 18 
months—because it should be for 
two years and as long and as often 
thereafter as this or any future 
similar emergency lasts, with an 
option for the President to return 
the soldier to the reserve as soon 
as he shall be certified by the War 
or Navy Department as qualified— 
in some cases, six months, 


Some “experts” say that, although 
we turned out excellent soldiers 
after six months’ intensive training 
in the World War, it can’t be done 
in the mechanized, motorized war 
of today. That is certainly true of 
men who serve in armored and 
mechanized divisions, or as para- 
chute human torpedoes, but surely 
all our troops are not going to be 
of that class. 

Motorized infantry is simply in- 
fantry that rides instead of march- 
ing. It is true that infantry uses 
a vastly greater variety of weapons 
than formerly. We hope that all 
our rifles will be semi-automatic. 
Typical infantry units will carry 
their own minor artillery—mortars, 
various grenades, light and heavy 
machine guns and perhaps anti- 
tank weapons. But that needs no 
such specialization as will be re- 
quired of the armored corps we 
now are forming or of enlisted 
men in the air corps. 


Classifying Recruits. 

Our object must be to get as 
many men trained as quickly as 
possible and there is limit to our 
skilled instructors. Men should be 
classified according to their skills 
and aptitudes and held for what- 
ever period of intensive training 
is necessary to qualify them for 
the kind of service they are to ren- 
der and then returned to the re- 
serves. This means that men for 
some of services can qualify in six 
months, while: men for the highly 
specialized branches may need two 
years. 

The disposition in the current de- 

bate in Congress arbitrarily to lim- 
it the training of service to a few 
age groups is also all wet. Why, 
as is strongly proposed, should 
men in the age groups 21 to 25 
alone be privileged to train or 
serve? The question of selection 
is not merely one of age. 
The real question is of physical 
condition, particular skill and avail- 
ability without unnecessary disrup- 
tion of domestic and economic rela- 
tions. It is true that early adoles- 
cence is necessary azd best for 
the explosive physical activity of 
the prize ring. But assuming. no 
physical impairment and a rugged 
constitution, it is neither necessary 
nor best in the gruelling long-pull 
grind of endurance in a military 
camvaign. 


Favors.Older Troops. 


Especially in the mechanical and 

technical specialization of modern 
war, it is unwise to confine the 
draft to ages that are least likely 
to have acquired necessary skills 
in civil life. Furthermore, it is 
rotten human engineering and 
economy to send only the cream of 
our youth to the slaughter pens. 
Finally, mature men have a right 
to defend their country and any 
well-balanced military unit should 
contain at least a sprinkling of 
them. 
Our decision to substitute com- 
pulsory selective service for volun- 
teering is absolutely necessary and 
unavoidable, but it is a momentous 
move which may affect every home 
in America, directly or indirectly. 
The plan should be carefully pre- 
pared and fully debated. It is be- 
ing rushed too fast. Although we 
once put into effect the most suc- 
cessful selective draft in history 
and hundreds now living had in- 
tense experience in that effort, I 
know of none of that devoted work- 
ing force that has even been con- 
sulted by the Congressional com- 
mittees considering this bill.

Economic Angle. 

In this scheme the economic angle 
is to play an important part. Ger- 
man trading companies and banks 
are already numerous and influen- 
tial. Before the war the sale of 
German manufactures in Chile had 
increased so rapidly that the Reich 
was already the United States’ 
chief competitor in the race for 
these markets. In fact, they were 
running neck and neck with us. 
Naturally, from their point of view, 
if they can dominate the field of 
business and commerce, eventual 
control of the nation will not be 
impossible, 

In the second place, if the cam- 
paign for England should prove to 
be a draw, and result in a stale- 
mate, or a 50-50 chance of success, 
the organization is to go into ac- 
tion, but behind the scenes and not 
openly. As one of my informants 
expressed it, “sabotage is to be- 
come the orcer of the day.” This 
reign of sabotage is to have two 
purposes, one of which directly 
concerns the United States. 

The first is to hamper Chilean ex- 
ports of food supplies, copper and 
other raw materials, which except 
for those purchased by us, now go 
largely to the British Empire. Aside 
from the American and Chilean- 
owned steamships, operating be- 
tween ports in North and South 
America, the only commercial ves- 
sels making Chilean ports today are 
those of the British and Japanese 
lines, 

Tho other and perhaps the most 
important purpose is to draw Unit- 
ed States -itention away from and 
curtail its support of England. We 
have larger investments in Chile 
than in any of the other countries 
in South America, and these invest- 
ments consist of key industries and 
public utilities. The three great 
copper mines in the country, those 
of the Anaconda, Braden and Gug- 
genheim companies—the Guggen- 
heim plant at Chuquichamata now 
being the largest in the world—are 
all American-owned and operated.

Chile’s economic picture is not a/J 
happy one. She lives by her ex- 
ports. Yet she has very few that 
affect her general population. 
Chilean copper and nitrate go 
abroad in large quantities. But 
these industries are either foreign 
owned or operated. Except for pro- 
duction costs, the wages paid to 
jemployes and the taxes and boun- 
ties collected by the gomernment 
itself, returns from them do not go 
into wide circulation. Their pros- 
perity or depression have very little 
effect on the personal lives of the 
vast majority of the Chilean people. 


Aside from these two more or less 
isolated industries, the livelihood of 
the Chilean people comes from agri- 
culture, stock raising, lumbering 
and small local-industries. These 
cover a wide field and have a lim- 
ited outlet. With one or two excep- 
tions her agricultural products are 
the same as ours, so that we cannot 
or do not buy them. We import a 
little Chilean wine, fruit in season, 
and a few other odds and ends. 
But Chilean lumber, wool, grain, 
beans, peas and apples must find 
some other market. Until the war | 
broke out Germany bought most of | 
them, and in increasing quantities. | 
Except for copper and nitrate Ger- | 
many was Chile’s principal custo-/ 
mer. She even bought many Chile- 
an products which she did not! 
need. Although Germany is able| 
to produce all the synthetic nitrates | 
she requires, she actually bought | 
150,000 tons of Chilean nitrate from 
the small, independent native-owned 
companies\last year. 


It is admitted that she bought | 
most of these things by means of | 
barter. Nevertheless, she bought | 
them. Otherwise they would have 
remained unsold. In other words, 
as Chileans looked at the matter, it 
was not theirs to reason why Ger- 
many bought things she did not 
actually need, or could have pur- 
chased elsewhere. 


The average North American, liv- 
ing in a more or less self-contained 
z;country, may have difficulty in 
understandiing why Chileans can 
give preference to such purely ma- 
terial matters when great principies 
are at stake on the European bat- 
tlefields, But the Chilean has to 
consider such materia] matters.

AUTHOR’S FOREWORD 


HESE conversations with Hitler took place in the last year before his seizure of 
power and the first two years (1933 and ’34) of the National Socialist regime. The 
writer jotted them down under the immediate influence of what he had heard. 
Much may be regarded as practically a verbatim report. Here, in the circle of his 
intimates, Hitler speaks openly about his innermost ideas—ideas which have been kept 


secret from the masses. 

Only in exclusive circles is it known what Hitler really intends and what National 
‘Socialism is. Only among close friends has Hitler given free expression to his political 
and social aims. ... To have: published these conversations only six months ago, 
would have earned me at that time an accusation of malicious invention and defamation. 
Even hints which left the essentials unspoken aroused surprise and suspicion. As the 
author of “The Revolution of Nihilism,” I was repeatedly criticised because my state- 
ments contradicted the clear statement of National Socialist aims in “Mein Kampf,” 
for example, with regard to an alliance between National Socialism and Soviet Russia. 
As long as National Socialism was seen as nothing more than a German nationalist 
movement aiming at the removal of some of the worst features of the Versailles Peace 
Treaty, no one took seriously my frank revelation of the real aims of Hitler. Not until 
today is the world prepared to accept the truth: that Hitler and his movement are the 


apocalyptic riders of world annihilation. 


HE next war will be quite different from the last World War. Infantry 

attacks and mass formations are vbsolete. Interlocked frontal struggles 

lasting for years on petrified frouts will not return. I guarantee that. 

They were a degenerate form of war.’ 

Hitler gazed fixedly across from the little glass veranda of his mountain eyrie 
to the precipitous wall opposite.

“Is it true, Herr Hitler, that Germany 
has prepared secret inventions which will 
break down every resistance, inventions’ 
against which even the French Maginot 
line will be defenseless?’’

‘All armies have secret inventions. I 
am skeptical as to their value,’’ Hitler re- 
turned.

T on the heels of its predecessor that it 
should inspire no illusions. The fruit of

OW do you mean?” said 

Hitler, eyeing me with dis- 

pleasure. ‘I am not worry- 
ing about financing our. program. 
You may safely leave that to me. 
As long as speculators are kept 
out, there are no difficulties.” 

“But,” I ventured to interpose, 
“it will not be possible to keep 
prices stable if the creation of em- 
ployment is financed thus. Feder’s 
money theory will also have an in- 
flationary effect.” 7 

“You get inflation if you want 
inflation,” Hitler retorted angrily. 
“Inflation is lack of discipline— 
lack of discipline in the buyers, 
and lack of discipline in the sellers 
I will see to it that prices remain 
stable. That is what my S98. A. is 
for. Woe to the men who raise 
prices! We need no legal -instru- 
ments for that. It will be done by 
the party alone. You shall see— 
if our S. A. once clean up a shop, 
such things will not happen a sec- 
ond time.” 

Forster nodded contentedly. This 
type of economic discipline ap- 
pealed to him. 

“Besides,’ Hitler continued, “I 
do not worry about the theories 
of Feder and. Lawaczek. I have 
a gift for tracing back all theories 
to their roots in reality. I have 
nothing to do with pipe-dreams. 
You need not take this man Feder 
and his associates literally, even 
though officially the party does 
so. Let them talk as they please. 
When I am in power, I shall see 
to it that they do no mischief. 
If these men cause confusion, Fors- 
ter, you will no longer allow them 
to speak. These people cannot 
think simply. Everything has got 
to be complicated. I have the 
gift of simplification, and then 
everything works itself out. Dif- 
ficulties exist only in the imagina- 
tion!” 

Hitler’s repudiation of Feder was 
at that time new to me. It was in- 
teresting as an indication of Hit- 
ler’s supremacy over his entourage. 
There is no doubt that he did pos- 
sess this gift of simplification, even 
in a creative sense, up to a point. 


Hitler continued to fulminate: 

“I shall not be deceived by these 
captains of industry either! Cap- 
tains indeed! I should like to 
know what ships they navigate! 
They are stupid fools who cannot 
see beyond the wares they peddle! 
The better one gets to know them, 
the less one respects them.” 


“It all depends on the initial 
spark,” Hitler returned. “How I 
shall bring that about is of no in- 
terest. The economic life of the 
country must be set in motion, and 
we must close the circle so that our 
economic strength is not drained 
out of the country. I can accom- 
plish just as much by rearmament 
as by housing or colonization. I 
can also put more money in the 
hands of the unemployed, so that 
they may cover their needs. In 
this way I create purchasing power 
and additional trade. But these are 
simple, uncomplicated processes 
which we shall master by sheer de- 
termination not to shrink from un- 
avoidable difficulties. None of this 
is a secret science, as the professors 
pretend, but a matter of sound 
sense and will power.” 

Hitler did not appear to attach 
much importance to the employ- 
ment plans. Evidently they were 
to him more a mental distraction 
in this period of complete inactiv- 
ity. To him the difficulties that 
arose were due to the hostility of 
the reactionaries who would have 
liked to sabotage his purposes. Hit- 
ler did not recognize any difficul- 
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has never troubled him much. 


“Engineers are fools,” Hitler de- 
clared. “They have an _  occa- 
sional idea that. might be useful, 
but it becomes madness if it is 
generalized. Let Lawaczek build 
his turbines, and not try to invent 
industrial booms. Don’t get mixed 
up with him. I know his hobby- 
horse. This is all nonsense, gentle- 
men. History does not repeat it- 
self. What was valid in the nine- 
teenth century is no longer so in 
the twentieth. Inventions no long- 
er appear of their own accord as 
a piece of unprecedented good for- 
tune. Today we control them. We 
can foretell when and where inven- 
tions are to be expected. But the 
crucial point is this: we do not 
develop them. We allow the pos- 
sibilities to molder. It is all a 
question of the will. One can no 
longer allow things to work 
themselves out. The wealthy coun- 
tries that have everything no long- 
er need inventions. What should 
they do with them? They are 
merely an embarrassment. They 
want to get rich in the old way. 
They want to sleep, these rich coun- 
tries—Britain, France, America.”

gather in the best blood 
only,” said Darre, pointing to his 
iron filing-cabinets. “Just as we 
have again produced the old 
Hanover type of horse from sires 
and dams who had little of 
the old purity left, so we shall 
again, in the course of genera- 
tions, breed the pure type of the 
Nordic German by means of reces- 
sive crossing. Perhaps we shall 
not be able to purify the whole of 
the German nation again. But the 
new German aristocracy will be a 
pure breed in ‘the literal sense of 
the term. 

“We shall breed the new aristoc- 
racy from the human reserves of 
the S. S. ‘We shall do systematic- 
ally and on the basis of scientific, 
biological knowledge what the old 
blood aristocracy of former days 
did by instinct.

German empire. The Baltic states, 


everything inferior, made up for 
poor quality by greater quantity 
that is to say, by the fecundity of 
their women. Through the agrarian 
Bolshevism of the post-war period, 
the splitting up of the 
large estates among small peasant 
settlers, this fertility had been 
increased to an alarming extent. 
It was necessary to detach the 
small Slav peasant from the land. 
and transform him into a landless 
laborer in order to reduce his fruit 
fulness. It was necessary to bring 
agricultural lands predominantly 
into the hands of the German Her- 
ren (squire) class. “The large-scale 
farmer in the Eastern area must 
always be a German.” The alien 
peasant must again become a labor- 
er, even an agricultural casual la- 
borer for the Reich itself, or an un- 
skilled industrial worker. 

Another speaker further’ elab 
orated the political aspect of the 
agricultural problem. It 
portant that there should be no 
colonization withiré Germany. This 


was a typically liberal method of 
evading the real problem. Coloniza- 
tion always meant settlement § in 
racially alien space, it meant the 
conquest of new land. 

An entail law would have to be 
introduced in Germany which’ 
would force the non-inheriting is- 
sue to emigrate to the East and | 
themselves become 
farmers there. The small farms 
in Germany would be combined 
and the agricultral population 
thus dislodged. 

HIS return to agriculture 
would never take place in Ger- 
many itself, but only in a 
great, German-ruled area in the

industrial worker, Casual laborers 
of alien races would carry out agri- 
cultural labor at low wages. With 
the creation of a modern form of 
serfdom or, if you wished, slavery, 
human culture could not be further 
developed. At the same time, this 
was the only way in which an agri- 
cultural price policy could be fol- 
lowed which would permit German 
pagricultural prices to approach 


those of the international markets, 
a thing which would sooner’ or 
later be indispensable. 

Darre then addressed the meet-) 
ing himself. Slav fertility must be 
broken, that was one task. The 
second was to create and. firmly 
establish a German Herren-class. 
That was the ultimate meaning of 
the “Eastern space” policy. In- 
stead of a horizontal classification 
of European races, there must be a 
vertical one. This meant that a 
German elite was destined to be 
the Herren-class of Europe, and 
ultimately of the world. He would 
give this elite the true Germanic 
name of Adel (aristocracy). But 
to be called to this position they 
must not only be trained mentally 
physically and politically, but also 
nurtured biologically, that is, grad- 
ually and_= systematically pure- 
bred. Unless this were done, there 
was a danger that this class, in 
alien racial surroundings, open te 
the temptations of its special social 
privileges, would rapidly deteri- 
orate. 

NEW social structure was 
A therefore necessary in the Ger- 

many and the Europe of 
the future. It was necessary 
to reconstitute a class society, or, 
more accurately, a hierarchy. 
But this could no longer be 
done within such limited confines 
as Germany, but must be applied 
to a whole continent, a whole uni. 
verse. The whole gigantic -problem 
must be logically planned. In the 
building-up of a new, healthy social 
organism, it was at the same time 
necessary to hasten by every means 
the disintegration of the old, dying 
one.

We ourselves, on the other 
‘hand, shall shake off all humane 
and scientific prejudices. This is 
why, in the Junker schools I shall 
found for the future members of 
‘our Herren-class, I shall allow the 
‘gospel of the free man to be 
preached—-the man who is master 
of life and death, of human fear 
and superstition, who has learnt 
to control his body, his muscles 
and his nerves but remains at the 
same time impervious to the temp- 
tations of the mind and of sciences 
alleged to be free.”

NEW YORK, July 13.—Two St.

Schwarz said that the most re- 
markable thing in Britain was the 
way business was going on as 
usual. Each Englishman, regard- 
less of occupation or station in 
life, is supremely confident not 
only of Britain’s ability to beat off 
the invader but also that before 
long Germany will be driven out of 
France by the British army. 

“Even the fall of France failed 
to dim that optimism,” he said. 
“The soldiers who came back 
seemed to be sad rather than bitter 
about the French collapse. They 
said the French. soldiers’ didn’t 
fight, but said they were sorry for 
them. They reported that the Brit- 
ish soldiers as a unit were never 
defeated in a major engagement 
until they had been ‘let down’ by 
one Ally or the other—first Belgi- 
um, then France. They are per- 
fectly willing to carry on the fight 
alone.”

“Englishmen are unable to un- 
derstand why we didn’t declare 
war in September,” he said, “and 
can't imagine why we are staying 
out now, as they are ‘positive’ that 
Hitler intends to sweep toward the 
Western Hemisphere.

Firm Refuses to Renew Agreement 
With AFL Union; Operation of 
Plant Continues.

The large cities have increased 
their subdivision market with 70 
per cent having more activity now 
than a year ago in this field.

The survey covers 256 typical 
cities in every sectiog of the coun- 
try and is compiled from reports by 
the Association’s local member 
boards.

Fish Trap Blitzkrieg. 

During the past year the Conser- 
vation Commission has conducted 
a strong offensive against fish 
traps. Most of the 200 traps, hoop 
nets, lines and other illegal equip- 
ment taken since March 1 were 
from the upper Osage River. 

Townsend Godsey of the Com- 
mission writes that one agent, with 
a single assistant, captured 45 hoop 
nets on his river. The nets and 
seines are detected by dragging 
hooks through the water. When 
found they are pulled up to the 
agent’s boat, the trapped fish re- 
leased and the illegal equipment 
drawn to shore and destroyed. 

The fish trapper has long been 
one of the most serious handicaps 
to fish conservation in Missouri

WILLIAM SMITH BRYAN DIES: 
MISSOURI EDITOR, HISTORIAN 


Succumbs at Nevada at 94 Years 


of Age; Founded Historical 
Publishing Co: in St. Louis. 
William Smith Bryan, editor and 
historian known threzghout tthe 
State for his “Pioneer Families of 
Missouri,” died yesterday at Ne- 
vada, Mo., at the home of his 
niece, Miss Jo Ann Davis. Mr. 
Bryan, who was 94 years old, 
maintained a voluminous  corre-

spondence with other Missouri his- 


torians until his death. 

Born in St. Charles, he edited 
the St. Charles News, which he 
founded in 1866. He was later edi- 
tor of the Montgomery County 
Standard, and in 1880 he founded 
the Historical Publishing Co. of 
St. Louis. 

At the request of Dr. John R. 
Ridpath he completed that author’s 
10-volume history of the Thirteen 
Colonies. In recognition of this 
work, the Cherokee Indians elect- 
ed him honorary chief and sachem 
at a tribal conclave in Youngs- 
town, O., several years ago. 

In 1875 Mr. Bryan married Miss 
Nannie Mildred North, who died 
in St. Louis in 1918. Survivors are 
two daughters, Mrs. E. J. Rogers 
and Mrs. J. K. Broderick, and a 
son, W. S. Bryan Jr., all of Kirk- 
wood. Funeral services will be to- 
day at Nevada.

Sum Represents 80 Pct. of 
Residue of Property Seized 
From Draft Dodger. 


WASHINGTON, July 13 (AP). — 
The Government paid $307,289 to- 
day to Mrs. Bertha Bergdoll, wife 
of Grover Cleveland  Bergdoll, 
World War draft dodger who is 
now in a. military prison.

The Justice Department, an- 
nouncing payment of the money to 
Mrs. Bergdoll, said $57,355 was con- 
veyed by a check drawn on the 
Treasury and $249,934 was in real 
estate and securities. 

Bergdoll sued for recovery of the 
full amount, which had been ad- 
ministered by the Attorney-General 
since abolition of the custodian of- 
fice in 1934. A final ruling against 
him was handed down in District 
Court here yesterday.

Another major item to be con- 
sidered is the fact that ninety-five 
per cent of these casters are vet- 
eran anglers who spend a great 
majority of their week ends and 
vacations on streams and lakes. 

After an hour at the platéorms 
watching both the tournament cast- 
ers and the man trying out his 
equipment for a voming fishing 
trip, it is obvious in nearly every 
instance the former have it all over 
the latter 


Fish Trap Blitzkrieg. 
During the past year the Conser- 
vation Commission has conducted 
a strong offensive against fish 
traps. Most of the 200 traps, hoop 
nets, lines and other illegal equip- 
ment taken since March 1 were 
‘from the upper Osage River. 
Townsend Godsey of the Com- 
mission writes that one agent, with 
a single assistant, captured 45 hoop 
nets on his river. The nets and 
Seines are detected by dragging 
hooks through the water. When 
found they are pulled up to the 
agent’s boat, the trapped fish re- 
leased and the illegal equipment 
drawn to shore and destroyed. 
The fish trapper has long been 
one of the most serious handicaps 
to fish conservation in Missouri

William Smith Bryan, editor and 
historian known threzghout the 
State for his “Pioneer Families of 
Missouri,” died yesterday at Ne- 
vada, Mo., at the home of his 
niece, Miss Jo Ann Davis. Mr. 
Bryan, who was 94 years old, 
maintained a voluminous  corre- 
spondence with other Missouri his- 
torians until his death. 

Born in St. Charles, he edited 
the St. Charles News, which he 
founded in 1866. He was later edi- 
tor of the Montgomery County 
Standard, and in 1880 he founded 
the Historical Publishing Co. of 
St. Louis. 

At the request of Dr. John R. 
Ridpath he completed that author’s 
10-volume history of the Thirteen 
Colonies. In recognition of this 
work, the Cherokee Indians elect- 
ed him honorary chief and sachem 
at a tribal conclave in Youngs- 
town, O., several years ago. 

In 1875 Mr. Bryan married Miss 
Nannie Mildred North, who died 
in St. Louis in 1918. Survivors are

AVA, Mo., July 13. 

HEY call him the Angel of Ava, 
Tu it be objected that there is 

no such thing as a man-angel, 
the answer is that this angel has 
been seen Dy persons who know 
a man when they see one, and 
there is no denying that his acts 
are angelic, for he has been scat- 
tering money among the townspeo- 
ple of Ava who are not in any dis- 
coverable sense his creditors and 
from whom he apparently expects 
nothing in return. If that isn’t an- 
gelic, Ava asks, what is it? Anyway, 
Angel of Ava is alliterative and 
it sounds well, and the Angel of 
Ava the mysterious donor will con- 
tinue to be whether his mundane 
identity is ever discovered. 

To date 12 persons, residents or 
former residents of Ava or the im- 
mediate vicinity, have received 
checks or banknotes from the man 
who sometimes signs himself “Your 
Sunshine Friend.” They aggregate 
$922. Not a great amount in terms 
of wealth or as related to the cir- 
cumstances of the recipients, most 
of whom have not been in particu- 
lar need of money, but gratifying 
to all of them in the selectivity and 
discrimination exhibited by the 
donor, even though none of them 
can imagine the reason for the se- 
lection nor the basis for the dis- 
crimination. 

For that reason nobody knows or 
can predict where the manna will 
fall next and most of the towns- 
people, expectant and willing, cov- 
verge each mail time on the post- 
office, through which it comes, or 
await the coming of the post- 
man. 

The first angelic visitation, as far 
as has been made known, was on 
January 14, with Mrs. E. E. Law- 
son on’the receiving end. On that 
day Mrs. Lawson, wife of a filling 
station proprietor, received a 
cashier’s check for $100 which 
had been obtained from a bank at 
Union, Mo. It was inclosed in a 
plain envelope with no return ad- 
dress, addressed simply to Mrs. E. 
E. Lawson, Ava, Mo. It had been 
mailed from Washington, Mo. In- 
side, on a slip of paper, was writ- 
ten: “With the compliments of an 
old friend.” 

Mrs. Lawson couldn’t imagine 
who had sent it. She wrote to the 
bank at Union asking for the iden- 
tity of the purchaser of the check. 
The bank’s answer was that the 
man who bought it had called him- 
self “Lawson.” He was described 


’ as about 55 years old, 5% feet tall 


and having gray hair. Mrs. Law- 
son, viewing the circumstances as 
entirely personal, said nothing 
about it at the time, expecting that 
She would some time learn the 
identity of the sender.

N Monday, Feb. 19, Skee: was 
EPeomething’ like a shower of gift 

checks at the Citizens’ bank. 
Brush Judd, Luther Story and Jack 
Blair, all retired merchants, came 
in, each bearing a check. Judd’s 
and Blair’s were for $100 each. 
Story’s was for $150. The checks 
had been obtained at different Kan- 
sas City banks. With Judd’s was a 
note reading: “Use this and try to 
make someone as happy as this 
makes you.” It was signed “Your 
Sunshine Friend.” A similar note 
to Judd addressed him as “Uncle 
Jack.” 

They talked about it and the news 
spread over town that somebody 
Was sending unexplained checks to 
retired business men of Ava. Peo- 
ple began to take notice. Particu- 
larly retired business men. They 
were, for the most part, in the easy 
circumstances common to retired 
business men, but they had no par- 
ticular objection to receiving anon- 
ymous checks through the mail. 

The next day Mrs. Grace Single- 
ton, widow of a former merchant, 
went to the bank with a $100 check, 
It, too, had been issued by a Kan- 
sas City bank. The note that came 
with it mentioned that the sender 
had only recently heard that she 
had become a widow. 

The checks, signed only by bank 
officials, seemed to be all right and 
the Ava bank put them through for 
payment. Inquiries were made at 
the Kansas City banks, but the 
identity of the sender was not 
learned. All that the Kansas City 
bankers knew was that aman came 
in and purchased the cashier’s 
checks in the names of the persons 
to whom they were to be sent. The 
descriptions of the man tallied fair- 
ly well with that given by the Un- 
ion banker. 

The Douglas County Herald told 
about it in its issue that week. Mrs.

a good check and he could buy any- 
thing in the store with it. 

The conjecture of the recipients 
was that the sender of the checks 
might be a former traveling man 
who had had _ ~business dealings 
with the merchants of Ava and had 
in his old age come into some 
wealth, more than he could use, 
and was giving himself the satisfac- 
tion of sending gifts to his former 
customers. Strangely, though, none 
of them could imagine who it could 
be. 

About the middle of March Mrs. 
J. W. Reese received a letter from 
her brother, J. E. Mackey of Costa 
Mesa, Cal. He wrote that he had 
received a yift of $100 in an envel- 
ope with the return address: “Ed 
Glen, Box 146, Jefferson City, Mo.” 
He had also received a postal card 
mailed at £t. Louis explaining that 
the sender had given the money 
without expectation of any reward 
on this earth.

ACKEY wrote to the Jefferson 
M City address and received a let- 
ter from Jesse A. Mitchell, a 
member of the State Tax Commis- 
sion, renter of the lock box. He did 
not explain who Ed Glen was or

that on a bus trip from Ava to 
Jefferson City he fell into conver- 
sation with a man who remarked 
that he had formerly lived at Ava 
and the names of old acquaintances 
were mentioned, among them that 
of Mackey, and Mitchell told him 
that Mackey was living in Califor- 
nia, 

The man who called himself 
Glen, according to Mitchell, said 
he had no permanent address and 
asked permission to.use Mitchell's 
box as a return address, Mitchell 
denies that he knows anything 
more about Glen. 

Mackey was formerly in business 
in Ava. 

On March 15 two more gifts came 
through the mail, but the sender, 
apparently because of efforts that 
had been made to identify him 
through banks, sent currency.

How Music Gets 
In Its Charm 


Songs Take on Significance Only 
As We Become Familiar With Them.

OPPING any set of rules on

ODAY we begin a_ two-day 
T “course” in how to look younger. 

Irving Nurick, the widely known 
artist who draws those youthful 
gals for magazines, will be our 
assistant “professor.” 

Nurick, who has analyzed youth- 
fulness, has good news for us, 
too; he says that almost every 
woman can look 10 years younger, 
if she tries. And who wouldn't like 
that? Of course, the woman of 40 
doesn’t want to look 16, and indeed 
she couldn’t if she tried, but she 
can be a stunning “30.” Many of 
the popular movie stars today are 
in their middle thirties, yet they 
look youthful and glamorous and 
they more than hold their own 
against the younger newcomers. 

Applying the basic principles of 
design to face and figure lines, 
Nurick will tell us the effect that 
we must achieve if we want to 
shed years. 

Many women, in an effort to look 
younger, make the mistake of 
adopting little girl fashions in hats 
and dress, but you can’t achieve a 
youthful effect by just tying on 
a baby bonnet and bib. The weight 
must be brought to normal, certain 
muscles must be toned up and 
strengthened, posture must be cor- 
rected, tricks of makeup and hair- 
doing must be learned. 

There is a definite facial dif- 
ference between the girl of 15 and 
the woman of 25 or more. In the 
early teens the nose, for example, 
is usually smaller. Some noses re- 
main cute little things but usually 
by the time 30 is reached they have 
become larger and longer and have 
more “character.” 

High cheek bones and round firm 
cheeks contribute to a young look, 
too. And, of course, a cleanly 
chiseled chin-and-jaw line is indis- 
pensable. But after a while the 
facial muscles tend to relax and 
sag and under-chin fullness may 
appear. The neck becomes thicker, 
too, and the throat loses some of 
its slimness. 

Of cour.e, you can’t change your 
nose, except by plastic surgery. In 
the movies they do wonders with 
makeup technique, really making 
faces over. Light powder makes a 
feature jump out at the beholder 
and darker powder make a part 
seem to recede and appear less

F your lips tend to become dry, 
[ epoiy a thin layer of cold cream 

as a lipstick base. Then at bed- 
time, wash the lips gently with 
soap and water and apply 
cream again.

Wrinkles come to some women 
earlier in life than they do to oth- 
ers. They are due to a gradual 
shrinking of the tissues under the 
skin; this tissue in young life sup- 
ports the skin and gives. that 
roundness to the face.

Revival of Interest 
In Chiffon Material 
HIS is the chiffon season in 
T vara goods departments. Cottons 
and linens and sports rayons 
may be marked down for end-of- 
summer sales as far as seamstresses 
are concerned, but there are new 
patterns and designs and a new in- 
terest in chiffon for late summer 
wear. Part of this is due to the 
popularity of redingotes and en- 
semble dresses for which sheer 
fabrics are necessary, especially as 
many of the new chiffons are dark 
in color. 

Black and white is a leading com- 
bination, while other dark colors 
such as dark green with white, 
greenish blues with lighter blues in 
the print, and red with gray are 
prominent. Striped chiffons are 
also seen’ widely, especially widely 
striped designs in contrasting col- 
ors, green and white, or bright blue 
and white. All-black chiffon, of 
course, is a seasonal classic and 
for town coolness takes its place 
with jerseys and net. 


Ice Cream Sauces 

Here are several delicious sauces 
for you to choose from the next 
time you serve ice cream: 

Pecan maple sauce—One pound 
maple sugar, one-half cup water, 
one-half cup pecans, few grains 
salt. Boil sugar and water together 
until thread stage (230 degrees). 
Remove from fire and add pecans 
broken into small pieces. Serve hot 
over ice cream. 

Marshmallow mint (for chocolate 
ice cream)—One-half cup sugar, 
one-fourth cup water, eight or 10 
marshmallows, one egg white, stiff- 
ly beaten, two drops oil of pepper- 
mint, green coloring. 

Bring sugar and water to boiling 
point and cook for five minutes. 
Then add marshmallows cut into 
small pieces. Gradually pour hot 
Syrup over the egg white, beating 
until both mixtures are combined. 
Add a drop or two of flavoring 
and use pure coloring sparingly to 
tint a very light green. 

Flaming black cherry sauce— 
Open a can of black cherries. Put 
drained pitted cherries into a 
small saucepan and add a pony or 
small drink of curacao liqueur. 
Add enough cherry juice to cover 
fruit and let heat (do not allow to 
boil) thoroughly, stirring gently 
while fruit is heating. Transfer 
fruit to warm bow! that is suitable 
for table service. Then pour a two- 
ounce glass of brandy over fruit 
and ignite with a match. Serve 
while hot and flaming over ice 
cream.

lt Was a Famous 
Novel, and It Still Is 


‘All This and Heaven, Too, 
Faithfully Transterred to Screen 


By Colvin McPherson 


ACHEL FIELD, the novelist, who wrote “All This, and Heaven, 
R 2-0. is well pleased with the motion picture version of her best 

seller, according to a letter Warner Bros. are passing around, 
so it is in order that the rest of us should be satisfied as well. Says 
Miss FYeld, “I feel that in all essentials the screen version is not only 
the book as I wrote it, but a projection of the characters themselves.” 
And she’s absolutely right. : 

As a version of the novel, “All This, and Heaven Too,” currently 
at the Ambassador, could scarcely be a more perfect motion picture. 
At least for 378 pages, it IS the novel. What happens after that 
can be stored away for another motion picture, if and when. 

The last part is interesting, too. Miss Field was writing about 
her Great-Aunt Henriette, an actual person who was the center of 
a big French scandal and murder case, who later married a young 
American minister, the Rev. Henry Martyn Field, 10 years her 
junior, and became a charming hostess in a circle of distinguished 
literary figures in this country. And, although the motion picture 
does not mention the fact, Mile. Henriette Deluzy-Desportes became the 
sister-in-law of the famous Cyrus W. Field, who promoted the laying 
of the first Atlantic cable, Davis Dudley Field, the noted law reformer 
who also got his name in the encyclopedias, and Stephen Johnson 
Field, appointed by President Lincoln to the Supreme Court. 

In other words, Mile. Henrietta, or Bette Davis, lived a full life 
and it is no wonder Miss Field long had desired to put her in a novel. 
Casey Robinson’s screen play is as sincere as Miss Field’s research 
was. But there is one question that necessarily must be asked, is it 
drama? 

It is and it isn’t. The situation of a governess more popular with 
four children than their own mother, the Duchesse de Choiseul- 
Praslin, is something to think about. So also is the love of the Duc 
for the governess, although it never gets beyond the hand-kissifg 
stage. Perhaps Miss Field found no justification for assuming there 
Was any more passionate affection than that—the story still would 
have had more oomph, as they used to call it, if there had been 
more of a love affair. 

The Duc, although he never confessed the fact, apparently killed 
the Duchesse as a result of her attitude toward the governess, and 
then poisoned himself. The governess was questioned but after the 
Duc’s déath, they let her go. So what? 

The inner emotions of the characters, the explanations of why 
this one was in love or that one just plain crazy never come to 
the surface. They didn’t in the book. The Duchesse, according to 
the novel, had nine children in 11 years, which might account for 
her neurotic state. The Duc was a peer of France and had to 
watch his step so far as scandal was concerned. The governess was 
so fond of her charges she wouldn’t misbehave, for their sakes. 

But further light on character is lacking. And the performances 
follow the same patterns. Barbara O’Neil, very suitably selected for 
the role of the dark, voluptuous Duchesse, is of fascinating appearance

ITH the daily bombing attacks of Hitler's air force mounting 
steadily in intensity, the English last week had rushed defense

First move made by the British was at the naval bases in England 
and Scotland where the midnight boarding operations, carried off by 
armed parties that came up the gang planks or over the sides from small 
boats, resulted in seizure of two battleships, three or four cruisers, several 
destroyers and submarines, and approximately 200-small craft such as 
mine sweepers, torpedo boats, anti-submarine craft and ol vessels. 
The two battleships were listed as the Paris and Courbet, France’s oldest 
first-line ships, having been completed in 1913 and reconstructed in 
1928-29. They displace 22,200 tons, carry 12 12-inch and 22 five-inch 
guns, have a speed of 20 knots and are only lightly armored. Almost on 
par with them in importance was the Surcouf, the largest and most novel 
submarine in the world. She carries an airplane, two eight-inch guns 
(heaviest battery of any submarine) and displaces 2880 tons. It was on

Stone has been a professional bow and arrow hunter for 20 years. In 
four trips to Africa, he shot seven lions, including full-grown males (one with 
only one arrow) and a water buffalo, among other game. He uses an 
84-pound bow and broad-head steel‘arrows. He never shoots from over 35 

ards because he can't be accurate with running targets over that distance. 
ause an arrow has penetrating rather than shocking power, the game often 
runs for some distance after being hit, unless the arrow enters the heart. The 
arrows are fired by “feel,” such as a six-shooter might be fired from the waist, 
rather than by sighting along the shaft; as the speed is about half that of a 
.22 rifle, the “lead” on a@ running target is about twice that with a rifle. 

A 72-pound bow, such as Mrs. Stone uses, shoots an arrow that pierces 
a three-and-one-half-inch-thick hardwood plank at 40 yards. The bow is 
terrifically heavy for a woman; none of the members of a big college football 
team could even draw such a bow in a test by Stone, although most had 
brawn enough to pull a bow of twice that strength if they had had the knack 
(it consists of using the chest instead of the arm muscles for the last two-thirds 
of the pull). The plains Indians, Stone says,. used bows of about 40 pounds 
pull to kill buffalo, but they shot from right alongside the animals. Roadside 
archery ranges usually offer customers 24-pound bows. An arrow will 
penetrate water much further than a bullet—Stone has shot fish 20 feet under 
water—but has much. less power than a bullet against bulky substances.
